Cavour, Italy, July 17. (Tuesday.) 
(P)\—Former Premier Giovanni Gio- 
litti died at 1:35 o’clock this morn- 
ing following a long illness from 
uremic poisoning. 

The 83-year-old statesman took a 
serious turn for the worse last week 
and from that time hope for his re- 
covery virtually was abandoned. Com- 
plications arose which caused a pa- 
ralysis of one leg and the former 
pemier himself realized that he could 
not live. 

He maintained all his faculties and 
told his relatives, all of whom gath- 
ered at his bedside, that he was hap- 
py at the thought of again meeting 
his wife whe died some years ago. 

Sunday night, when it was seer 
that his condition was hopeless, he 
was given extreme unction and Pope 
Pius sent him the apostolic benedic- 
tion. 

From all over the world messages 
of sympathy were delivered to the 
old statesman. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 16.—(United 
News.)—Condemning the action of 
the republican party convention at 
, Kansas City for “indorsing the ad- 
ministration’s attitude towards agri- 
culture,” the corn belt committee here 
today unanimously adopted resolutions 
commending the democratic party for 
its pledge to offer farm relief legis- 
lation. 

“With every ounce of strength, we 
oppose the Hoover-Coolidge policy of 
industrialization of America at the 
expense of agriculture,” one resolution 
reads. 

The committee, which claims to be 
representative of 1,000,000 farmers, 
adopted its resolutions tday after a 
day of discussion and speeches in 
which the republicans were accused 
ef “closing the door on a just and 
needy cause.” 

“We condemn the veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill last spring,” another 
resolution stated. “Mr. Hoover has 
publicly declared the intention of car- 
rying out the Coolidge policy if elected 
and support is being solicited among 
the agricultural interests of this 
stand.”

Farm leaders attending the meet- 
ing here today said that the confer- 
ence was “entirely democratic” and 
‘that many of its members who for- 
merly had voted the republican ticket 
had declared openly that they would 
support the presidential ticket chosen 
at the Houston convention.

$25,000 Violin Is Stolen 


FOLLOWED OWNER BY EXPRESS ’ROUND WORLD. :: 


And Returned In Year

New Hartford, July 16.—(Staff 


Correspondence.) —Efren Zimbalist’s 
pet fiddle, stolen more than a year 
ago, was returned to the famous vio- 
linist at his summer home in the 
hills near New Hartford, having trav- 
eled 40,000 miles. 

The violin is a Guadagnini, one of 
the rarest of the 18th century Cre- 
monas. Similar ones have fetched 
$25,000 from collectors. 

Zimbalist’s Guadagnini was taken 
from his dressing room in a Los An- 
geles concert hall more than a year 
ago. Shortly after a musician of- 
fered it for sale to the Chicago rep- 
resentative of Rudolph Wurlitzer, the 
collector of old violins from whom 
Zimbalist. bought his pet one. The 
police were called. 

The glad news was cabled to Zim- 
balist. He was then in Australia on 
tour. He asked his wife, Alma 
Gluck, who was about to ieave New 
York to join him, to pick up his 
violin at Chicago. But the Los An- 
geles authorities wanted it for evi- 


dence and when Alma Gluck reached 


Chicago the violin was on its way 


west again. 


Mrs. Zambalist sailed for Australia 


leaving instructions to forward the 


fiddle when the law was through with 
it. This was done in due course. 

It was thought that it would reach 
Zimbalist in Sydney, Australia. But 
the guess was wrong. Zimbalist had 
left by the time his violin ar- 
rived. It was shipped on—after ca- 


ble consultation and customs house 
red tape—to Tokio. Missed again. 
On to Singapore. Again it missed. 
And so it continued on its journey— 
to Shanghai, Hongkong, Manila, Cal- 
cutta, Bombay, Madras. 

They always missed connections. 
At last word was received that Zim- 
balist was returning to Australia for 
a few more concerts. Surely they 
would make connections there. The 
violin was shipped post-haste to Syd- 
ney again. But the Australian return 
concerts did. not include one at Syd- 
ney. Thus Zimbalist continued to 
Europe—and, fearing the possible loss 
of the violin if it did any more inde- 
pendent traveling, it was ordered back 
to the United States. 

So back from Australia the violin 
was shipped, then to Chicago and then 
to New York. It’s owner beat it back 
by some weeks, 

Today the violin, in a case covered 
with more labels than a Cook’s tour- 
ist trunk, was delivered to its delight-

The indictment specifically charg- 
that Howard, Scott Hubbard, 2 
deputy United States marshal sta- 
tioned here; D. Redmond, his 
brother, A. M. Redmond, and Ed L. 
Patton, Jackson negroes, conspired 
end received $1,500 for the appoint- 
ment of A. P. Russell, of Magee, as 
deputy United, States marshal for the 
southern district. Russell, who has 
been summoned before the grand jury, 
served as deputy marshal from June 
until October last year, being suc- 
ceeded by the incumbent, J. C. Buch- 
anun.

The city attorney was authorized 
to meet with the committee in an ad- 
visory capacity. The resolution gave 
the committee power to compel attend- 
ance of witnesses and to issue sub- 
poenas for the production of books and 
papers. 

The purchase of the Perkerson tract 
cost the city $410,000. 


Women Join 
With Sandino 
In Uprising 


Female Battalion Battling 
U. S. Marines, Revolt 
Leader Asserts. 


Barranquilla, Colombia, July 16.— 
(United News.)—A “Battalion of 
Women” has been organized by Gen- 
eral Sandino, Nicaraguan rebel chief, 
to aid his forces in their warfare 
against the government and American 
marines, according to General Jose 
Offar Rivas, in an interview published 
in La Nacion today. 

General Rivas said these women, 
now concentrated at Campo Bonanza, 
already “have done heroic service in 
battle” and have the full confidence 
of the revolutionary leader. 

The women have fought side by 
side with the men and one of them, 
Senora Adriana Florez, died on the 
field of battle, according to Rivas. 

The general said his wife and the 
wife of Sandino are in command of 
the women and‘both have been through 
a number of battles. Margarita 
Aroaz, Sandino’s wife, replaced Senora 
Florez as a leader of the women when 
the latter was killed. 

“These women have distinguished 
themselves in the fighting side by side 
with the men, whose dangers they 
share without shirking,” Rivas added. 

Rivas asserted Sandino has a fol- 
lowing of 2,000 men, always short of 


food and half naked but well equipped 
with guns and ammunition.

RAILWAY (5 SOLD 


Southeastern Power and 
Light Buys Georgia- 
Carolina System With 
Electric Railroad. 


Augusta, Ga., July 16.—(4)—Con- 
trolling interest in the Augusta-Aiken 
Railway and Electric corporation and 
the Georgia-Carolina Power company 
today passed into the hands of the 
Southeastern Power and Light com- 
pany, according to an announcement 
made here late today by F. B. Culley, 
general manager of the local proper- 
ties. 

The local electric light and power 
companies include the Augusta street 
railway system, the Augusta-Aiken 
interurban trolley system, the Geor- 
gia-Carolina power plant on the Sa- 
vannah river and the electric light 
paants in forty Georgia and South 
Carolina towns. 

No announcement was made as to 
the purchase price of the properties, 
but minoritys preferred stockholders 
have ben offered an exchange of 
Southeastern Light and Power com- 
pany preferred stock. 

Controlling stock in the Augusta- 
Aiken Railway and Electric company 


was held by F. Q. Brown, P. F. Red- 
mond & Co. and J. G. White, of the 
J. G. White & Co., of New York, and 
were operated by the J. G. White 
Management corporation. 

To Improve Property. 

Rumors of negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the stock have been current 
for several weeks, but until today no 
confirmation could be had. Announce- 
ment was made that the local prop- 
erties would be rehabilitated. 

Strength to the rumors was added 
by the fact that the Savannah Liver 
Klectric company, a subsidiary of the 
Southeastern Power and Light com- 
pany, is to build a $20,000,000 hydro- 
electric plant on the Savannah river 
above here. 

Included in the forty power plants 
operated by the Georgia-Carolina 
Power company were those at Louis- 
ville, Wrens, Warrenton, Thomson, 
Harlem, Crawfordsville, Lincolnton 
and Washington, in Georgia, and 
Aiken, Edgefield and McCormick, in 
South Carolina.

POSTAL INSPECTORS 


FIRED TO AVENGE 
OSS OF POSTION 
SAYS ASSAILANT 


Chief Inspector Johnston 

and Inspector Morgan 
Griswold Wounded by 
Volley of Shots. 


ATTACKER CAUGHT 
TRYING TO ESCAPE 


Harry M. Deeran Tells 
Police He Was Dis- 
charged as Mail Carriér 
Because of Liberal Views 


Joe P. Johnston, chief postal in- 
spector of the southern district, and 
Morgan Griswold, inspector at Tam- 
pa, Fla., were shot down and serious- 
ly wounded Monday afternoon by 
Harry M. Deeran, a former mail car- 
rier of Boston, Mass., who emptied a 
pistol into the two postal employees 
as they were walking along Fairlie 
street, behind the Atlanta postoffice. 

Mr. Johnson was shot in the right 
shoulder and dropped to the pavement. 
Mr. Griswold, more seriously wounded, 
was hit in the neck, the bullet just 
missing the spinal column and emerg- 
ing at his right jaw, and in the left 
shoulder. His condition Monday night 
was described at Grady hospital as 
serious, but it was believed that he 
would recover. Mr. Johnston was 


‘treated at Grady hospital and allowed 


to return to his office in the federal 
building. 

Deeran, discharged letter carrier of 
Boston, gave as his sole motive ‘“‘re- 
venge on the federal government,” 
according to police reports. 

The shooting occurred during a busy 
time of the day on Fairlie street, be- 
tween Poplar and Luckie streets, and 
a half block away from the postoffice 
building. The government inspectors 
had just left their office and were 
on the way to lunch, when Derran ran 
out of an alley on Fairlie street and 
opened fire. 

Johnston Hit in Shoulder. 

One of the assailant’s bullets grazed 
the hat of Inspector Johnston, while 
another shot proved more effective, 
striking Mr. Johnston in the shoul- 
der. A _ stray shot from the as- 
sailant entered a window of the Retail 
Credit company on the opposite side 


of the street, but hit no one. 
Following the shooting, Deeran ran 
into a basement of the building ad- 
joining the Postal hotel, on Fairlie 
street. A crowd quickly assembled 
about the scene of the shooting and 
Patrolman W. V. Barnett, on whose 
beat the shooting occurred, charged 
into the basement after Deeran with 
drawn pistol. Call Officers C. E. Me- 
Crary and Walter Goode followed Pa- 
trolman Barnett into the building. 
When apprehended by Officer Bar- 
nett the assailant was in the act of 
reloading his gun. “Well, if the gun 
hadn’t snapped, you wouldn’t have 
taken me alive,” were the first words

RATE ORDERED 


All taxicabs; whether run by or- 
gan companies or by individuals, 
will be required to operate meters un- 
der a uniform charge in the future, un- 
der an ordinance passed Monday after- 
noon by city council. 

Adoption of the paper followed a 
fight by Councilman E. B. Barrett to 
have the ordinance referred to commit- 
tee for a public hearing, this move be- 
ing lost by a vote of 19 to 12. The 
ordinance fixes the taxi rates at the 
same standard as now used, 30 cents 
for the first third of a mile, and 10 
cents for each additional third of a 
mile, and allows a charge of 25 cents 
for each additional passenger and a 
rate of 10 cents per three minutes, not 
to exceed $3 an hour, for waiting time. 

The ordinance will put the independ- 
ent taxi owners on a basis uniform 
with that of the organized companies, 
and will serve to protect the traveling 
public from excess charges, supporters 
of the measure declared. Councilman 
Barrett claimed that the paper would 
take- the “bread out of the mouths” 
of the individual taxi operators. 

Councilman W. E. Saunders said 
that he had heard of one man who ran 
eight or ten cabs under the protection 
ef his veteran’s license. ‘The indi- 
viduals practically paid no license and 
had no law, and he wanted them placed 
on the same footing as the companies, 
Saunders said, Alderman J. C. Mur- 
phy said that the principal benefit of 
the new ordinance will go to the pub- 
lic, that he knew of a case where one 
man was charged $5 to be taken home:

Philips, of Thomasville, and other 
leaders among white republicans, 
endeavored to place the party in 
this state on a basis of platform 
principles, and divorce it from racial 
lines. The movement seemed to 
meet with some success until the 
next national convention of the 
party kicked out the white Georgia 
organization and at the behest of 
negro political leaders from Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Boston, supplanted 
the white national committeeman 
with a negro, and turned over the

Modern State Organization 
Outstanding Need of Georgia, — 
Auditor Slate Says in Address 


Editor's Note:—Sam J]. Slate, state’ auditor, each day this week 
is speaking before the Institute of Public Affairs at the University 


of 


eorgia, his talks being in the nature of a comprehensive review 


of the various organizations of the state government, their functions 
and what he sees as their respective merits or faults. 

These daily reviews by Mr. Slate are highly informative to the 
student. of Georgia politics and will be published on the editorial 
page of The Constitution each day this week. 


Athens, Ga., July 16,—(Special.)— 
An urgent need for new machinery 
“to tarry on effectively, economically 
and responsively” the function of 
state government in Georgia was out- 
lined by Sam J. Slate, state auditor, 
in an address before the institute of 
public affairs at the University eof 
Georgia today. 

“After 50 years we have gone along 
under a_ constitution prepared in 
1877 and have prospered; but in the 
multitude of services now developed 
upon the state we have outgrown our 


}machinery,” Mr, Slate declared. “We 


now have in the administrative 
branch 29 departments, 21 boards, 24 
educational institutions, two expefi- 
ment stations, three educational and 
eleemosynary institutions, three cor- 


| rective institutions.-’ 


It was of these various organiza- 
tious’ that the auditor spoke, advocat- 
ing the authorization by the legisla- 
ture of a commission “with the right 
to employ the very best experts that 
we can secure in order to throw the 
complete searchlight of modern knowl- 
edge and experience of the past few 
years upon the affairs of state.”’ 


Text of Address. 


His review, in full, follows: 

“I think before any discussion of 
the functions and reorganization of 
the state government of Georgia as 
at present conducted and the need for 
reorganization, it would be well to 
say that, in my opinion, no state 
has had better officials for the last 
50 years than our own. Our state 
government has been practically free 
from peculation, embezzlement and 
graft. Remarkably so when you con- 
sider that we have collected nearly 
$250,000,000 in the last 50 years, 
our total embezzlement is less than 
$50,000. No state has an escutcheon 
less stained by corruption than Geor- 
gia. I want to pay tribute to the 
hard-working oefficials at the state 
capitol, who have done the best they 
could with the machinery and laws 
as as they existed. However, our 
collections were $1,000,000 approx- 
imately in 1877—this formed the to- 
tal revenue of the state—last year 
they were approximately $24,000,000, 


“We are attempting now, as Aa 
state, the same experiences that a 
grown man would undergo if he at- 
tempted to wear the clothes he wore 
as a child.

Second, our legisla- 
tive department, which makes our laws 
and provides our system of taxation 
and the means by which the functions 
of state government are carried .on, 

The Administrative Jumble. 


“In the administrative branch of 
government we have the executive or 
the governor, next we have the keeper 
of records of the state, whom we call 
the secretary of state, next we have 
our collectors of revenue, which in 
this state are in three departments. 
Secretary of state's office colleets the 
motor vehicle tax, comptroller-general 
collects all the ad valorem and most 
of the special taxes, the insurance 
taxes and the department of revenue 
collects delinquent occupation tax and 
the cigar and cigarette taxes. 

“We have thé department of agri- 
culture with its various functions, 
such as the market bureau, inspectors 
of fertilizers and the various subdivi- 
sions of that department. 

“We have the legal department of 
the state headed by the attorney gen- 
eral and yet instead of centralizing 
the legal business in this department 
we have an attorney for the publicy 
service commission and the highway 
department, 

‘“We have the department of audits, 
whose duty .it is to check expenditure 
of money after it has been expended, 
making special reports and filing these 
reports and assembling financial data 
for the assistance of the governor and 
the legislature. 

“We have the department of com- 
merce and labor whose duties are con- 
nected with the enforcement of the 
labor laws of the state, and the col- 
lection of industrial statistics. 

“We have the department of educa- 
tion which is in charge of the pri- 
mary schools of the state and the

Individual Problems. 


“We American people are a gre- 
garious people; we meve by crowds, 
we do things en masse. Our very 
industries are based upon mass pro- 
duction; we are always attempting 
to correct our troubles by law; we 
like to do things in crowds. We copy 
the laws of other states instead of 
making a close study of the conditions 
that exist in our state using the 
rules of common sense and logic. Peo- 
ple in no state have the same prob- 
lems and certainly no state has a 
constitution more worthy of our best 
service. We must never lose sight of 
the fact that the first function of 
state government is to serve. 


“Private business is organized for 
profit and the state should be organ 
ized to serve her citizens. No state 
can render good service unsess its 14- 
stitutions and its organizations are in 
touch and in harmony with the senti- 
ment of her citizens. 

“Problems of Georgia are. peculiar 
to herself and her institutions and if 
the proper service is to be performeu 
by Georgia for her citizens that serv- 
ice must be couched in such action 
and words so as to suit che wishes, 
desires and wants,of her citizens.

“In addition to these practically al 
the boards of the state collect their 
own fees. Until the last year or .wo 
no effort has ever been made to even 
ascertain what amount of money the 
different boards of this staie had {or 
their support. All of our schoo 
collect fees and our treasury, wel! 
and ably manager, pays out mones 
upon Jump sum requests and there ex- 
ists no pre-audit of account before 
payment and nearly every department 
institution and board disburses its 
own money. 

“The state buys supplies for all its 
institutions and for the use of all its 
boards and commissions and yet the 
buying is done in a very haphazard 
manner with Lo general contrvl or 
authority. 

Lax Methods Outlined. 


“Qur appropriations are made in 

lump sums for support and *sain- 
tenanee and the spending of these 
appropriations is left almust entirely 
to the directing official without chec« 
or hindrance. There is no centra’ 
oversight and our past experience has 
been that we reward extravagance 
with deficiency appropriations and 
punish economy by failure to pro- 
vide the necessary means of expan- 
sion. 
“We have 24 educational institu 
tions with 321 trustees spending $2,- 
000,000 of public money and yet each 
school local offidial manager spends 
without any general. control and if 
the board of trustees of the Universi- 
ty of Georgia have such control it is 
not exercised.

Inequality of System. 


“These in the main, are some of 
the departments of the state as I 
have rapidly sketched them and their 
functions so as to present a picture 
of what this state is trying to do. 
Now when we come to make appro- 
priations the legislature is not con- 
fronted with the exact facts about 
these institutions. Our budget com- 
mission, while a step in the right di- 
rection, simply collects statistics and } 
requests from the institutions and no 
one person in the state is charged 
with ascertaining the need of any re- 
quest for an appropriation and we 
frequently find deserving institutions 
confronted with starvation while 
others seem to he supported in plenty. 


This is the condition we find today. 


“This financial condition confronts 
us, that our appropriations are now” 
in excess of our income. We are 
only able to pay appropriations for 
1928 out of an accumulated fund in 
the treasury that existed previous to 
January 1, 1928. 

Now this picture 1s before us and 
we know something about the lack of 
intelligent planning, the lack of group- 
ing together the similar functions of 
the state government, the lack of. 
preparation for a real budget, and the’ 
lack of intelligent planning for the 
future, shall we continue the hap- 
hazard manner in which we have 
gone in the years that are gone or 
shall we try to improve? Now what 
is the remedy? We believe that we 
need to secure the legislature’s ap- 
proval of legislative commission with 
the right to employ the very best 
experts that we can secure in order 
to throw the complete searchlight of 
modern knowledge and experience of 
the past few years upon our affairs 
of state.

years ago nor can we run the busi- 
ness of the state with the same ma- 
chinery of 1877. With a spirit of 
cooperation and this spirit is essen- 
tial to the advancement of our state, 
we can do much to improve efficiency 
in government. We also need to real- 
ize that before we can advance we 
will be compelled to see conditions as 
they exist and to face them fearlessly. 
This commission should go intoa 
thorough and scientific survey of the 
government, how it can corodinate, re- 
sulting in the consolidation of all state 
functions into 12 or 15 major depart- 
ments with responsible heads under 
executive control, suggesting name, 
duties, titles, etc, of each department 
details and steps that are necessary ; 
and draft the laws necessary to com- 
plete such a reorganization of the 
state government to the legislature for 
their approval. 

“When this survey has been made 

it should be ascertained from all the 
data brought in what the cost of the 
service which the citizens demands 
will be for education, for eleemosynary, 
penal and corrective institutions; for 
health conservation, agriculture and 
for all our various administrative de- 
partments and knowing this, to pro- 
vide means of raising revenue. This 
commission should carefully inquire 
into the cost and need of every state 
function. As Chief Justice Marshall 
said, ‘That the power of tax is the 
greatest power placed upon the legis- 
lature and this is also the power to 
destroy. No function of the state 
government should be undertaken un- 
less that survey disclosed that such 
service will provide far greater good 
ot the people as a whole than the tax 
for its support would cost. This will 
necessitate the study of taxation. 

“In addition to this reorganization, 
jt sill be purposeless and useless un- 
less the following things are done: 
First, before the installation of any 
budget law or budget system in Geor- 
gia, all income of whatever kind and 
character from whatever source should 
be covered into the state treasury. All 
income in this sense means gross in- 
come, and every item of income, all 
expenditures of tle state and all its 
departments and institutions should 
be authorized by appropriation of the 
legislature stated. 

Necessity for Control. 

“The department of accounts and 
control should be established at the 
capitol which should keep account of 
all departments, a uniform account- 
ing system at all the state institutions 
so that information for the budget 
be based upon figures.g A budget law, 
with teeth in it, should be enacted 
for Georgia and all appropriations 
should be made under the terms and 
classifications of the budget. The 
state budget should be first a guide 
for legislative action, a method of 
control for the executive and informa- 
tion for the taxpayer in regard to pub- 
lic expenditures; the second essential 
of the state budget should be that it 
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tume of the smartly gowned American woman 
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be on a scientific basis, from an ac-! 
counting standpoint and in easily un- 
derstood terms for the average citizen. 

“The budget law should set up the 
office of budget director whose duty 
it should be to gather and record data. 
and under control of the governor, 
prepare estimate of needs for the en- 
suing biennium formulating and rec-| 
ommending the fifancial plan for the 
state. 

“The budget director should be al- 
lowed to sit in the legislature and ex- 
plain every detail of the budget while 
it is under discussion and until for- 
mally adopted and become the appro- 
priation act. The budget director 
should be charged with the execution 
of the budget, to see that the money 
is expended according to the terms 
of the budget, and no transfer should 
be made except under the authority 
of the budget director, the governor 
and state auditor, 

“I shall not discuss the theory of 
the budget because I presume you stu- 
dents of political affairs have approv- 
ed the theory of the modern budget 
for state business, instead of our pres- 
ent antiquated and wasteful method. 

“I have endeavored as best I can 
to present to you a more or less com- 
posite picture, possibly not as clear 
as I would like to draw, so that you 
can gather some idea from it.

New York, July 16—(#)—A_ more 
optimistic view of crop possibilities 
_appeared responsible for further de- 
clines of nearly $2 a bale in the cot- 
ton market today. 

After selling up to 21.75 at the 
start, October contracts breke to 
91.25, a net decline of 42 points, and 
new low ground for the movement. Of- 
ferings tapered off somewhat at this 
figure and prices steadied on cover- 
ing, October closing at 21.35 and tho 
general market closing steady at net 
declines of 26 to 38 points. 

Opening Steady. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 7 points to a decline of 1 
point, more active positions quickly 
showed net advances of about 7 to 
10 points on the relatively steady 
showing of Liverpool and prospects 
for further showers in the eastern 
belt, where dry weather is supposed 
to be needed. 

July sold up to 21.55 and Decem- 
ber to 21.56, but this advance was 
halted by a renewal. of realizing or 
liquidation by old longs. Failure of 
the bullish features mentioned at the 
opening to stimulate a more aggres- 
sive or general demand after the de- 
clines of last week disappoint.d hold- 
ers of contracts, which may have ac- 
counted for part of the selling. A more 
favorable average of private crop ad- 
vices referreing to more recent prog- 
ress over a good part of the belt, also 
was a factor on the decline, local 
brokers said. 

Curtailment Talked. 

Stop orders were uncovered as 
prices worked lower, the break extend- 
ing to 21.05 for July and 21.03 for 
December during the afternoon, or 
about 34 to 43 points net lower. Aft- 
er their execution the market steadied 
on covering, while reports that the 
decline below 21.50 for Octéber had 
attracted some scale-lown trade buy- 
ing seemed to help the later tone of 
the market. Closing prices showed 
rallies of 5 to. 15 points from. the 
lowest. 

Talk of further domestic mill cur- 
tailment and reports of a poor de- 
mand for cotton goods in Manchester 
probably contributed to the weakness, 
while there was also comment on the 
more favorable crop advices as likely 
to foreshadow an improvement in 
the private midmonth or endmonth 
condition figures, as compared with 
the end-June reports. 

Private eables said the early steadi- 
ness of Liverpool was due to conti- 
nental and Bombay buying. 

Exports today 9,502 bales, making 
7,633,172 so far this season. Port 
receipts 4,356. United States port 
stocks 748,502.

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High Lights in the Cotton Market

What is written about the cottoa 
market in the summertime oiten re- 
minds one of New Martin's celebrated 
lecture upon the “So-ness of the 
What-is-it and the Is-ness of the As 
it-were.” Although no one can feel 
any certitude in regard to them, we 
crop and the acreage are the only sub- 
jects discussed in most market re- 
yiews. 

On June 9 the department of agri- 
culture published an estimate of this 
season’s cotton acreage which ind.- 
eated an increase of 11.4 per cent 
over the area planted last year. As 4a 
precise ascertainment. of the acreage 
is manifestly impossible, this so-called 
estimate could not have been more 
than a guess, and there is no assur- 
ance that the government’s guess was 
any nearer to the facts than the pri- 
vate guesses which indicated an ia- 
crease that averaged about 5 per cent 


Market Still Groggy. 

But the government guess caused 
a decline of nearly a cent a pound 
nevertheless, and the market is still 
“vroggy,” although it has recovered 
slightly. In the circumstances it 
seems a waste of. time to talk about 
the weather and _ its possible eifect 
oh prices, 

“The wind bloweth where it listeth 
and thou hearest the sound thereo‘ 
but cannot tell whence it cometh or 
whither it goeth.” And so it is with 
the summer cotton market. 

Some of the letters and telegrams 
that have come from the south seem to 
indicate that the crop is a complete 
failure. Others are less pessimistic 
and a few predict a fairly good yield 
But none of them express unqualified 
optimism and taken in their entirety 
the crop advices now coming to han.t 
probably reflect a condition that is 
slightly below the average. But it is 
not yet too late to mend most of the 
damage that is complained of and tv 
be dogmatic would be foolish. 

There are, however, some aspects 
of the ever-baffling cotton problem 
that are better worth discussing than 
the weather in mid-summer. ne of 
them is the curtailment aow being 
urged upon American ¢cottun manu- 
facturers. It is probably the most 
important movement of,the kind that 
has ever been undertakén and if it is 
successful its results may be far 
reaching. In so far ag the facts are 
obtainable it seems to contemplate an 
almost complete shutdown of the cot- 
ton textile industry m America for 
four weeks, including the week ending 
July 7 (during which many mii! 
were closed and the weeks beginning 
Juiy 30, August 27 and September 24 

It is hoped that the effect will be 
to so reduce the supply of cotton 
goods that it will be brought within 
the limit of the prospective demanu. 
The plan seems to be constractive atid 
if the cotton textile institute has any 
thing to do with it we may be. sur: 
that under Mr. Hines’ careful leader. 
ship it will be kept within the law. I 
is in effect an effort to secure c- 


operation’ without conzniracv. It is 
believed that the tine can be drawn, 
although it may be aimost invisible at 
times. 

But “the chain is no strenger thai. 
its weakest link” and since an agree 
ment to curtail would be illegal the 
effectiveness of the plan is entirely 
dependent upon many voluntary cur- 
tailment of all concerned. If on» 
mill decides to run full time others 
may consider themselves’ absolved 
from any moral obligation in the mat- 
ter and the whole program would theu 
fall to the ground. 

Therefore the experiment will oe 
watched with keen interest. If it can 
be carried out as planned it will mea:: 
an era of comparative prosperity for 
the textile industry, but if it fails 
the result may be acute demoraliza.- 
tion in the market for American cot- 
ton goods. 

Just here it is in order to point out 
that while it is illegal for manufae- 
turers to combine in reducing pro- 
duction, there. is abundant sanction 
for the cooperation of t*e farmers in 
any way they like. This incongruity 
in the application of the Sherman law 
has been approved of by congress anu 
although it seems inconsistent it: 
essential equity is admitted. In the 
situation thus created there would 
seem to be an opportunity that may 
be developed to the advantage of aui 
concerned, 


Farmers to Benefit. 


It is obvious that the faimers wil: 
be benefitted if the mills succeed in 
bringing about a reasonable advance 
in the price of cotton goods, but it ts 
also obvious that if the manufac- 
turers reduce production they will re 
duce consumption and that the burden 
of carrying the resulting surplus wil’ 
be thrown back upon the farmers. 

erefcre it seems plain that cuz 
tailment should begin at ihe source 
and that the cooperation of ihe farin 


grown is essential to the perinanert 
success of any plan which contem- 
plates a reasonable stabilization of 
cotton values. 

This suggestion May be an impos- 
sible counsel of economic perfection 
but it is commended to the considera- 
tion of the textile manufacturers in 
the hope that they may find a way tc 
help themselves without exciting the 
resentment of the farmers upon whom 
they are dependent for their raw ma- 
terial. 

The census report on domestic con- 
sumption was issued on Saturday. It 
showed that during the month of June 
the American mills had used 510.565 
bales of lint cotton, as against 662.. 
630 bales in the some month a yea? 
ago. The New Bedford strixe and the 
Short time to which a good manr 
mills have latterly been resorting are 
a partial explanation of the decrease. 
but it is undeniable tnat the totai wa; 
smaller than expectd and that the 
carryover will be correspondingly aug- 


mented.

The sharp decline in speculative ac- 
tivity was due to the widespread fears 
of a further tightening in money rates. 
Several large traders, whose recent op- 
erations were in apparent defiance of 
federal reserve authorities seeking to 
force a reduction in brokers’ loans, 
were reported to have temporarily 
abandoned their opposition and with- 
drawn from active participation in the 
market. On the other hand, operators 
working for lower prices lacked aggres- 
sive leadership, and there were no 
raids such as have characterized the 
declining markets of the past. 

Most of the earnings and trade re- 
ports which made their appearance 
during the day were favorable. ‘Hope 
also was held out in many quarters 
for better business in the last half 
of the year, but, for the moment at 
least, credit conditions were the domi-

Chicago, July 16.—(/)—Big re- 
ceipts of newly-harvested winter 
wheat, together with favorable spring 
wheat prospects, led in some cases 
today to lowest prices yet this season. 
Canadian advices pointed to likelihood 
of a record-breaking crop. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
ursettied, 7-8 to 11-4c net lower, 
with corn 1-2 to 13-8e off, oats 3-8 
to le down, and provisions unchanged 
to a rise of 30c. 

With the chief terminals in the 
harvest region southwest reporting 
that receipts of wheat today totaled 
5,008 cars against 1,286 cars a year 
ago, wheat values here dropped early 
to below any level which September 
or December deliveries had previously 
reached in 1928. Meanwhile some pur- 
chasing for southwest millers develop- 
ed, but otherwise the news was almost 
entirely of a bear character, including 
announcement of 1,418,000 bushels in- 
crease of the United States wheat 
visible supply. No export business in’ 
Wheat from North America was in 
evidence. 

Auspicious reports today about 
spring wheat conditions were empha- 
sized by a forecast of cooler tempera- 
tures northwest and by assertions 
that for at. least the present the 
chances of black rust. damage appear- 
ed negligible. According to field ad- 
vices from a leading authority, black 
rust in its early stages prevails 
throughout most of Minnesota, and 
eastern half of the Dakotas and in’ 
southern Manitoba, and is showing 
lightly on head steams of bread 
wheat as far north as Hallock, Minn., 
but the prospect is against serious 
damage unless weather from now on 
becomes more than usually adverse.

This question is hard to answer be- 
cause of many conflicting factors in- 
volved. Much depends on the inter- 
national gold movement; also in the. 
credit requirements of general trade 
and agriculture during the crop mov- 
ing period. If general trade continues 
good there will be heavy withdrawal 
of funds from the call money market 
by corporations which may force fur- 
ther borrowings by member banks from 
the federal reserve. The real need 
for reduction in brokers’ loans is found 
in the existing heavy borrowings of 
member banks from the federal re- 
serve. 

It. only hae been a matter of a few 
weeks that some of our recognized 
leaders were saying that there was 
no reason for concern if brokers’ loans 
then were under $4,000,000,000 should 
zo to $5,000,000,000 or even $10,- 
000,000,000; that good stocks should 
sell at 16 or even 19 times their earn- 
ing power; that there was no end in 
sight of easy money; that for years 
ahead stock prices would continue to 
advance to rediscounting continued 
abundance of easy money. That the 
stock market followed this leadership is 
evident from the fact that it has only 
been a matter of a few weeks since 
the average price of 20 seasoned divi- 
dend paying common stocks was at a 
level where the income return Was 
only 3 1-2 per cent. 

Competing for Credit. 

Today the stock market is acting 
as though there might be something 
in what is now being said by a few 
men who were not in sympathy with 
the recent wild bull stock market and 
the views then being expressed by 
many of our recognized leaders. Colo- 
nel Ayers of the Cleveland Trust com- 
pany for example is saying that we 
are now in a period when the stock 
market must compete with general 
trade for credit; that the result will 
be lower bond and $tock prices. Presi- 
dent Traylor of the First National 
Bank of Chicago is pointing out that 
the recent bull stock market made 
a mistake in not realizing that the 
loss of $500,000,000 gold meant a 
shrinkage of $4,000,000,000 in the 
basis of our credit adding: 

“There is no more justification for 
the prices of a lot of these favorite 
speculative stocks than there was for 
$500 an acre lowa land in 1920; if 
there is not a return to sanity we will 
lose our position of world leadership 
and it seems to me rather important 
that we hold it.” 

We are not going to lose our world 
leadership, which in the Nast analysis 
is based on our natural resources plus 
our national ability to correct mistakes 
and get things done. For the time 
being stock marketwise it appears that 
we are going to be busy correcting 
some of our recent mistakes in order 
to get a fresh start. |
